hole memozy at the tymeofcommittinge their offences, and at the time of 
their acculation, examination, and confeſſion therof, and that ſithens that 
time they be become mad oz lunatike. By vertue of whiche commiſſion the 
commiſſioners,lumitted by the ſame commiſſion, ſhall haue power and au⸗ 
thoutie toenquire of the treaſons, done by ſuche perſones, by the inhabitã⸗ 
tes oz freeholders of the ſhire where luche commiſſion Hall be directed to, 
where loener the layd treaſons were done oꝛ committed.
